Province,are left waſte and undefended, againſt the malignant party of the Scots , who have 
thereby aſlumed the boldneſle to ſurprize Caltles and Forts lately, in the poſſeſſion of His Maje- 
ſtics Engliſh,andother good ſubjects,and in hoſtile manner rooke from them, great Preyes and 
other goods , in manitelt breach of the Articles of Ceſſation, and intend to adyance further into 
other parts of this Kingdome, with purpoſe to exerciſe all ſorts of crucltic , upon His Majeſties 
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ſaid ſubjeRs; In prevention whereof,and for the ſafety of the ſaid Province, and by conſequence, 1 
of the reſt of this Kingdome ; Wee doe by this Our publicke A and Proclamation , com- 8 
mand and require, all and every the ſaid Inhabitants of VIſter , at their reſpective and uttermoſt oy 
perills, on or before the twentieth of June next, to repaire into the ſaid Province, and carry, and /\ f 


drive with them their families, Creates and other goods, and upon their intrance into the ſaid / ; 
Province of Viſter, they are hereby required to ſettle themſelves in ſuch parts of the ſaid Pro- 4 
vince,accordingunto ſuch direRions as they ſhall receive from the ProvinciallCouncell of that * 
Province, or from our vcry good Lord, the Lord Generall Owen O Nezle,in caſe the ſaid Coun-+ 4 
cell be not fitting. And Wee doe further command and require all and every , the reſpective 
high Sheriffs and Commiſſioners of the Army, and every of them of the reſpective Counties 
of this Kingdome,to ſeize upon all the Cattell and other goods of the ſaid Inhabitants,and eve- 
ry of them who will not render due obedience unto theſe Our directions, which Cattell & goods 
; are-to be ſafely kept upon the hands of the ſaid reſpeRive Sheriffs,untill Wee upon notice of the 
k. —— ſciſureof theſaid goods (which Wee expect immediatly after the ſaid ſciſure ) give Ourdirecti- 
. ons for the ſafe conveying thereof, unto the ſaid Generall Owen O Neale, for the uſe of the Army 
of Viſter. And Wee doe further command the ſaid Commiſſioners of the Army of the ſaid reſpe- 
cive Counties, ont of the ſaid Province of Viſter , upon all taxes and publicke levies , to charge 

all Land-lords and others who will permit any of the ſaid Inhabitants to dwell on their lands , in 
double the ſumame they ſhould be otherwiſe charged.Provided alwais that this Our Proclamation | 

| ſhall notextend unto Ladyes or other Gentlewomen of quality,or others that are or (hall be Wi- | 
dowes,nor to young Orphanes, not able to beare Armes,nor to the reſpeCive goods or Chartelis 

( bona fide ) belonging to ſach Widowes or Orphanes , as their proper goods, Given at Kiltkewny
